Dunedin, July 15, 11.5 a.m. 

The result of the city election is — Stewart, 
726 ; Reeves, 663 [ Gr.ant, 31. 

Thomson, member for Cliitha, lias joined 
the Ministry with the portfolio for Lands. 
He will be sworn to-day. 

The case against tbe Reids, of sly grog selling 
notoriety, has been dismissed, the defendants 
having left the district. 

At Invercargill, Patrick M'Menamin has 
been committed for trial for arson, his brother 
being discharged. 

At Oamaru tbs special jury case of 
“Solomon v. the South British Insurance 
Co.” was settled out of Court, defendants 
paying L750, and referring the balance to 
arbitration. 

Orange demonstrations in various parts of 
the colony passed off quietly. 

Terrible accounts of fearful weather in the 
Mackenzie country have reached town. 
Many persons have undergone fearful snlTer- 
ings, and narrowly escaped with their lives ; 
some are more or less frostbitten. Large 
numbers of sheep are reported to be lost in 
the snow. 

POLITICAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Wellington, July 15 . 

The Governor’s speech shadows forth the 
following measures Triennial Parliament 
Bill ; Bill to amend qualification of mem- 
bers of House ; Bill to amend representation 
by securing m-aohood .suffrage on residential 
qualification.s to Europeans, and to give fran- 
chise to Maoris enrolled on ratepayers’ roll 
or who hold individual grants from Crown 
for lands of a certain value ; Bill to remove 
present monopoly in dealing with Native 
lands by giving everyone an opportunity of 
competing for sales or leases. It is under 
consideration to .apply the same principle to 
all Native lands that remain unsnrveyed or 
the titles to which have not been investi- 
gated. 

The excess of revenue over the Estimates 
is £190,090, but an immense falling off in 
the land revenue renders fresh taxation 
necessary. To meet this difficulty, an income 
tax is to be imposed. 

The Government propose a six million 
loan. 

The Government wliips admit that parties 
are equally divided. 42 attended the Oppo- 
sition caucus. 

A constitutional party to oppose the Go- 
vernment is being formed. It has been 
decided to elect a le.ader of the Opposition 
to-day. It is inulerstood that overtures h.ive 
been made to Sir W. Fox to Is.ad the Opposi- 
tion, and that he Ii.as partly consented. 
Bryce will be the Government nominee for 
the Chairmanship of Committees.

As our correspondent has 
neglected to comply with the usual rule of 
giving his name and address, his letter cannot be 
published.

The Arrow Hospital Committee are, it 

is rumored, about to be sued for damages, at 
tbe suit of Mr 0. Dnnphy, one of the Queens- 
town contractors who tendered for the erection 
of the intended Hospital building. It appears 
that Mr Dunphj 's tender was nearly £60 lower 
than that of Mr Letcher — the successful com- 
petitor — the amounts being £580 5s and £640, 
and the former now sues for damages for the 
trouble he was put to in preparing tenders, &c. 

The following summary of news is to 
hand by the incoming Suez mail, per Siam, 
reported at Albany, July 10th The reign of 
terror in Russia still continues Numerous in- 
cendiary fires are reported, and numerous arrests 
of Nihilists of both sexes have taken place, A 
plot has been discovered to destroy several large 
cities by fire. — The eruption of Mount Ktna 
continues. Several villages have been overflowed 
by lava, but no loss of life is reported. — Burmese 
news is reassuring. Reports of the hostile 
attitude of the King are groundless.— A dre.adful 
famine is raging at Cashmere. — The movements 
of the Dacoits in Bombay have collapsed. — 
Yakoob Khan has returned to Cahul. Colonel 
Cavaganari has been appointed British Resident 
at C.abuh 

Friday last found Cromwell and the 
surrounding country clothed in a spotless garb 
of snow, a heavy and oontiiiuons fall having 
come down during the night. It lay some two 
inches deep in the town, and throughout the 
day afforded huge delight to some score of boys, 
who indulged in snowballing to their hearts’ 
content and the no small mortification of those 
whom the band assailed. Some of the steady 
elder “boys,” too, felt young ag.iin and had a 
“go in” occasionally. Woe betide any poor 
Cbinaman who had occasion to p, ass down the 
street that day— he w.as pelted most persistently, 
and not in every case did “ John ” preserve his 
nsti.al stolid dome,annur under the infliction of 
the happy lads. However, no harm resulted, 
and to the regret of the youngsters the snow has 
passed away. 

We have been placed in possession of a 
piece of news that should be welcome to the 
rising generation of Clyde and Cromwell. It is 
to the effect that a grami trial of strength 
between two teams of juvenile cricketers, under 
15 years of age, is being arranged to come off in 
about seven weeks from now. Tbe match to be 
played at Cromwell, and a handsome silver cup, 
suitably inscriberl, is to be presented to the lad 
who makes the highest score in the match. In 
the evening it is proposed to have an eiitertain- 
Dient specially suited to the youngsters, after 
which the “old folks” will be afforded 
opportunity to enjoy themselves. Further 
particulars we cannot give at present, hut would 
strongly advise “ our boys ” to go in for steady 
practise at the wickets as soon .as the weather 
W'ill allow, as it would neverdo tor tbe trophy to 
go to Clyde to the reproach of Cromwell’s 
budding manhood. 

Tn the course of his address to his 
constituents at Balclutha last week, MrThomson. 
M.H.R., V'ery sensibly remarked that a gre.at 
deal had been said by the present Premier in 
regard to what was termed “a free breakfast 
table.” It was intended, no doubt, and properly 
intended, that the working men should have the 
necessaries of life at as low a rate as ^rossible. 
The duty on sugar was reduced a half-penny per 
pound, and twopence per pound off tea. The 
total amount thus lost to the revenue was 
LlOO.flOO a-year. He would ask the working 
men present whether since the reduction was 
made had they paid less for tea anil sugar than 
previously ? The result h.ad been the loss to the 
revenue of the sum he had stated, but without 
accomplishing the object which the Legislature 
had in view. The question was, where had the 
revenue gone? It must have gone to the 
merchant or retail dealer. At all events, the 
working men had not got the benefit of it. It 
seemed to him that it had been 1.100,000 put 
into the pockets of a few people, and without 
the working men deriving any benefit. 

A coroner’s inquest held at Dunedin on 
Wednesday last upon Charles Mackay, who 
committed suicide by taking a dose of laudanum, 
revealed the fact that deceased was a now 
arrival in the oniony, having come out to Port 
Chalmers as a saloon passenger in tbe ship Otago, 
which arrived some three weeks ago. He had 
keen a member of the firm of Mackay and 
Cunningham, jewellers of Edinburgh, who, 
through the City of Glasgow Bank failure, became 
bankrupts for an amomit of 1.68,000. Deceiised 
bad then been advised by his fr iends to try Now 
Ze,aland, arid they had promi-sed to do something 
for him if he behaved properly here. Since his 
arrival he had been drinking very heavily until 
about a week ago. By the S.an Fi’anci-co mail 
he appears to ,hove received letters conveying 
the intelligence that his wife had obtained a 
divorce from him, and although he h.ad expected 
such a thing, yet tho realisation of the fact 
sceiris to have caused him deep trouble, and no 
doubt immediately led to bis having recourse to 
poison. 



The Education Board have at present 
(according to a Dunedin contemporary) under 
contract in Dunedin and Kensington three now 
echflols, the erection of which will cost about 
£16,500. No wonder that to every appe.al from 
the country a deaf ear is turiie 1, ns the Board is 
short of funds 1 

The volunteer demonstration at Inver- 
cargill last Easter was a great success financhilly. 
On finally squarino up accounts the Management 
Committee found itself burdened with a surplus 
of L250, of which the lion’s 'sh.ape went 
deservedly to the Invercargill band, L70 io the 
l<Mal drill-shed fund, and the balance was 
distributed amongst the local charities. Bravo, 
Southland 1 

Wo have received Part IV. of the 
Census Returns of the Colony, which deals with 
the conjugal condition, birthplaces and religions 
of the people. Turning to Vincent County, under 
the latter head we find that Episcopalians num- 
ber 870, Presbyterians, 835, and Roman Catho- 
lics, 512 Methodists number 107, and “other 
Protestants.” 94. Eleven are returned as of 
no denomination, two as of “ no religion,” while 
four are unspecified, and 38 object to state their 
religion. Pagans are returned as 517. 

The returns of the Otago Education 
Board for the quarter ended June 30 th, which 
have just been compiled, show that there were 
145 schools open, employing 207 male and 141 
female teachers, beside eight teachers of sewing. 
The number of children on the roll at the begin- 
ning of the quarter was 16.095, and at the end 
of the qn,arter 16.979. composed of 8,789 bovs 
and 8, 190 girls. The average attendance for the 
quarter was 7,132 boys and 6.507 girls, making 
a total of 1.3,639. Five new schools were opened 
during the quarter. 

A remarkable case is telegraphed from 
Auckland. A man named Austin died suddenly 
last Monday, and an inquest was held, when it 
was recorded that death resulterl from heart 
disease. Austin, however, has not been buried, 
owing to the remark.able appearance of the body. 
His cheeks assumed a red tinge, his joints are 
still snpple, and he looks as well as ever he did. 
There is no smell in the room, nor sign of decom- 
position in the body. He was possessed of a 
strange presentiment that his end would be 
snilden and short, and he enj lined his wife to 
bleed him immediately that death appeared to 
he approaching. The last commission has not 
been carried out, possibly in consequence of the 
antipathy which many people have to touching 
dead bodies. 

At.kfrt week’s meeting of the Waste 
Lands Board plans of blocks TI., IV., V, and 
VI., Leaning Rook, X. and XL, Poolhnrn dis- 
trict, and IL, Lower Wanaka district, were 
submitted for apfjroval of the Board. — Plan of 
Lower Wan.aka was approved, and Government 
recommended to set aside land in same for 
agricultural leasing. — Several settlers near Clyde 
wrote stating that the land under survey at 
Eamscleugh, Run No. 349, w.as not the same as 
that selected by Mes.srs Clark and Green. No 
action was taken. — The chairman of Vincent 
County Council di'cw .atrention to the delay that 
was taking place in opening for settlement the 
blocks of land at Idabnrn and Moutere recently 
surveyed, and urged prompt action in the 
matter. The letter was simply read. 

A cliess congress will be opened at 
Christcliurch on 19th proximo, open to all the 
players iu the colony, to contest for the cham- 
pionship. The first, second and tliinl prires are 
£50, £20 and £10 resijectively. Reviewing the 
merits of tbe probable Otago players, the Daily 
Times refers in the following terms to the Rev. 
T. E. Ash, of Clyde, who is known to be a first- 
class player: — “He took part on the Dunedin 
side in the telegraphic match with Auckland, 
•and polished off his man in the most artistic 
manner possible. Ha is a fine match-player, 
])ossessing great patience and infinite resource. 
He has a very fine tnemory, and c.an play with- 
out sight of the board. He is very fond of the 
game, but of late has not had manv opportuni- 
ties of practice with players of bis owe strength. 
He took a le.ading part in chess circles while 
attending ■ the Cambridge University. We sin- 
cerely hope he will be one of the Otago repre- 
sentatives.”

THE GARRICK WATER RACE.

In accordanco with terms of ndvertisenieiit, 
a public meeting of miners at Bannockburn 
was hold in the school-house there on Wed- 
nesday evening last, for the purpose of con- 
sidering what steps should be taken to make 
the race available for a supply of water during 
•the coming spring season. Mr W. Bennett 
was voted to the chair, and in introducing 
the subject to be dealt with spoke of tho evil 
consequences suffered by tho residents of 
Bannockburn and the district generally by 
the present useless condition of tbe chief 
channel for water supply. 

Mr J.ames Marshall, legal manager of tho 
Garrick Race Go., entered at some length 
into the position as between the Government 
and the shareholders, ■ and detailed what 
action had been taken towards getting tbe 
Government to assist further in opening the 
race. 

A^ number of others present spoke on tbe 
subject— all being unanimous in the opinion 
that some immediate action should be decided 
upon. It was said that in case the Govern- 
ment declined to move farther in the matter, 
there would be little difficulty in getting the 
labor necessary to put the race in working 
order, and the men would be willing tn take 
tho value of their work in water, if it were 
sold at say about L6 per head per week. 

It was resolved that a memorial be 
addressed to Gfjvernment urging something 
being done at once. A draft of the petition 
is appended. It was signed by every man 
in the room, and after further signature will 
be forwarded to the hon, Minister of Public 
Works : — 

To tbe Honorable tbe Minister for Public Works, 
Wellington. 

Sir, — We, the undersigned miners of tbe 
Bannockburn district, respectfully ask that the 
Government will take steps to pet the Garrick 
Race put. into rejiair so as to bring in a supply 
uf water by the spring. To do this it will be 
necessary to commence the work in about a 
rnonth. From the nature of the workings here 
(it being all slnicing ground) nothing can he done 
without a good supply of water, ami the only 
available source from which it can be obtained 
ts the Garrick Race, A large area of ground has 
been proved anil foimd to he remunerative, with 
water at a reason.able price. The Garrick Race 
Co. has been .appealed to repeatedly to get the 
repairs done, but the Director* state that the 
C nnpimy has no means at its disposal, and owing 
to arrangements with the Government they are 
powerless in the matter. As to the arrange- 
ments existing between the Gompany .and the 
Government we know nothing, bat in the mean- 
while the district is sufforinj most severely. 
Numbers of el.ainia are protteted and the owners 
are getting a subsistence as best they can, io 
hopes that something may lie done. 8hoaId 
water nob be obtaiiiatile next season, numl^rs of 
miners who ai e now comfortahly settled down 
will be comneHed to leave and throw np all they 
have, In fact the district will be almost depopu- 
lated. Again res|)eotfally urging this matter 
on the serious attention of the Government, ---

Wellington, July 10, 

Twenty-nine Maoris were brought down by 
the Pa*ea this morni ig, making a total of 99. 
Of tbe number inspected by Mr James M.aekay 
yesterday, ,33 were on our side in previous 
troubles, and only 26 were rebels. 

The Maori prisoners who came down to-day 
are .a much more turbulent lot than those pre- 
viously brought here, The prinoipi! man among 
them is Whakawira. He to-day refused to 
sweep out tho room, or allow .any of his peoplo 
to do so. .As he was insolent, he was ordered 
off to the gnard-room by Mr Mackay, who was 
present. The Na'ives who rem.ained still 
refused to obev orders, and raised a cry, “Down 
with the f’iikeha !” when Mr Mackay sent for a 
gu.ard, who c.anie in with fixed bayonets and 
marched tbe whole off to the cells. Whakawira 
is confined by himself, and will be bronyht 
before the Visiting Justices to-morrow. The 
whole lot will be strictly dealt with in future. 

July 12. 

Mr James M.ackay will proceed to the West 
Co.ast early next week. 

The Maori pri.soners have all been thoroughly 
tubbed, and clo'lied in corduroys and blue 
shirts. 3’hey seem more comfortable and look 
more respectable than ever they did before. 

The 29 mutineers are calming down. 

New Plv mouth, July 10. 

Te Hana has called •r meeting of N.atives to bo 
held at Mimgonui, at which tlie conduct of To 
Wliiti is to tie discussoil and the opinion of the 
Natives taken as to wdielher they will go and 
fetch To rVliiii and T ihii .and bring Iht-m in as 
prisoners to hand thorn over to the Govern- 
mont. 

July 12.

OBOMWBLL HOSPITAL. 



Tlio qnartorly meeting of aubscribera to 
above institution took place on Thursday 
evening, 10th instant. Present — Messrs 
Dawkins, Scott, Gudgeon, Uehrons, Mac- 
Kelliir, M'Konna, Pretsch, Marshall and 
Murrell. 

Minutes of previous meeting vrere read 
and confirmed, 

Tliu Treasurer (Mr Gndgeon) rend a state- 
ment showing the flnanciiil position of the 
Hospital up to end of quarter, During the 
quarter, L48 ICs 4d had been received as sub- 
Bcriptions and donations, and L8 10s on 
account of p.aying patients. The balance in 
hand at beginning (jf quarter was L197 8s Id, 
which, with subsidy from Government of 
LC70 2s Gd, hrouglit the total receipts to 
L924 16.S Hd. The etpenditure was as 
follows : — Salaries (Surgeon and Wardsman, 
six months, and Secretary, three months), 
L182 2 s lOd ; rations, L35 16s 3d ; repairs 
and furniture, L14 4s lid ; medicine and 
medical comforts, L30 Is 9d ; bedding and 
clothing, L6 6s ; coal and incidental ex- 
penses, LIO 10s 6d. Total, L278 Os 3d, 
leaving a balance at credit of L646 16s 8d. 
Add to this L48 ICs 4d, subsidy due for 
current qu arter, brought the assets to L695 13s, 
Outstanding liabilities, L32 8s 3d, 

The report was received. 

The eecretary laid before the meeting a 
list of persons who had been patients in the 
Hospital on terms of payment, but who had 
failed to pay the amounts due by them. The 
list footed up a sum of £183 6s. 

The question of improving the road be- 
tween Cromwell and the Hospital — rendered 
In a bad state by reason of water-races in- 
tersecting it — was discussed, and the Com- 
mittee recommended to consider what had 
best be done in the matter. 

The quarterly meeting then closed, and 
the Committee npetj Mr Dawkins (President) 
in the chair. 

Correspondence inward and outward 
having been read, received and approved, 
the Surgeon’s monthly report was submitted, 
and some recommendations therein adopted. 

The matter of providing some further 
furniture for the Hospital and improving the 
heating of the Wards, was referred to the 
Visiting Committee. 

Ordered, That a progress payment of L16 
be made tn A. Y. Johnston on account of 
fencing contract, and L50 to Grant and Mac- 
Kellar on account of fencing material. 

This concluded the business, and the 
meeting closed.

The completion of the protective works, 
consisting of a dam built of fascines strongly 
pinned together by stakes so as to form one 
solid wall, will relieve property-holders on 
the north side of Buckingham-slreet of a 
great deal of anxiety, though, until the 
strength and dimensions of the dam have 
stood the onslaught of a spring flood, it can- 
not be said that the Arrow River has been 
successfully dammed. However, as it is, the 
contractors deserve praise for their close ad- 
herence to the specifications and turning out 
so creditable a piece of work.

And so, in spite of Indignation meeting 
and deputation, the Morven Punt question 
is still the same as it was — not free yet. It 
c,annol be said that the deputation presented 
to the minds of the County Councillors the 
“instivnt" necessity of throwing open the 
punt free of charge in a very forcible light. 
What the Council did it did independent of 
the meeting and the deputation, and it would

matter considered their indignation and 

; monstrous injustice at an end by having 
moved the Council to make Mr Owens a 
handsome offer, a free punt being altogether 
. a secondary consideration. Whether this and

’ agitators will, now that Mr Owens has got 
j his price, swallow the indignation, remains 
I to he seen, Perhaps the clever editor

^ lowest tender sent in. It is likely that by 
^ Christmas next the Arrowites will bo in 



the possession of a hospital of their own, but 
whether this will be an indneeraent to them 
to break thoir limbs and injure their healths 
to a greater extent than heretofore remains 
to be seen. Yet something of the kind they 
will have to do to demonstrate tlie necessity 
of such an institution In our midst. At the 
last meeting of the County Council the matter 
was pretty fully discussed, and a subsidy re- 
fused by the Council, during which discussion 
Dr Douglas, of the Frankton Hospital, stated 
that the numher of patients in the hospital 
that has served the needs of the district for 
the past 16 years did not average more than 
say five for the last two years. This con- 
trasts strangely with what is taking place in 
your County, whore it has just been dis- 
covered that it is not necessary to maintain 
two institutions to attend to the wants of 
such a number of patients. 

Onr Volunteer Ball, which has been fixed 
for the 25th instant, promises to become a 
grand success, and as your local braves are 
ardent admirers of the fair, they might do 
worse than patronise our coming festivities, 
if it were only for the object of instituting 
comparisons. The Saturday following the 
Ball has been fixed upon for the concert, 
which is expected, and justly so, to eclipse 
anything that has ever taken place in these 
latitudes. 



MAGISTRATE’S COURT.

Friday, Judy 11. 

( Before Major Kedckll, R. hf . ) 

Police V. A. W. Camphull — Information charg- 
ing defendant with being benefioblly iaterested 
in a lottery scheme, contrary to law. With- 
drawn, by consent. 

Police !J. W. Cameron — Bre,ach of Licensing 
Act, in permitting splrimoua liquors to be sold 
on his heh.alf on his premises at Bendigo, on the 
21at June, not being duly licensed so to do. The 
information was laid by Constable Bridgman. 
Mr Blood for defendant. 

William H. Grenville, a miner residing at 
Bendigo, gave evidence that on 21at June he, in 
company with two others, went into the premises 
kept by defendant at Bendigo as a boarding- 
house, and eallcd for drinks, witness asking for 
brandy, the others for peppermint. The drinks 
as naked for were siipplitil by a girl in defend- 
ant’s employ, named .Ma’-y Smith, who received 
the money in payment thereof. Witness drank 
the liquor supplied to him, and swore it was 
brandy. These were the only drinks they had 
on that aooasinn. 

In cro-ss. examination hy Mr Blood, Grenville 
said he had given information to the police. 
Witness and acoined wore neighbors, but were 
not very fond of Baoh other. Recently they had 
had words about defend.ant’s pigs trespassing on 
witness' property, and witness tlireateiied action 
unless payment of L5 was made for d.images. 
Witness confessed that he went in for the 
drinks on 2lst ult. with the object of giving 
Information to the police. 

Thomas Stevens, a miner, was called, having 
been about the bar when the drink was supplied, 
hut be deposed that he had neither seen the 
drink supplied nor money paid for it. 

Mary Ann Smith, in the employ of defendant 
as domestic servant, deposed that on evening of 
21st Jnno she was occupied in various capacities 
about the house, and rcofdlected seeing Grenville 
about the jdace. She remembered supplying 
Grenville and two others withdriaks. Grenville 
called for brandy which she supplied to him. 
Cameron was not at home, being at a merting 
at the school-house. In selling the drinks, 
witness was acting on Cameron’s behalf. Gren- 
ville paid for the tirinks with a silver coin, which 
witness put in her pricket, giving Grenville Cd 
change. Gave the money to Cameron when he 
came home. 

Edwin Matthews deposed that he was in 
Cameron's place on evening of 21st ult., when 
Grenville asked him to have a drink. Had 
pepperment, hut did not know what Grenville 
had, or whether he paid any money. Cameron 
was not present at the time, but came in after- 
wards. There were ten or fifteen men in the 
place, and it was possiVde for Grenville to pay 
for the ilrinks without witness noticing him. 

For tho defence, William Cameron, sworn, 
deposed that be had held a business license at 
Bendigo for the past six years, and kept a board- 
ing-house, Was seldom without ho.arders. On 
the evening of 2Ist June, there might have been 
from twelve to fifteen persons in his house. Was 
■it home until half-past six that evening, when 
he went to attend a school committee meeting, 
which lasted till about eleven o’clock. When 
he came home he saw Grenville in his billiard- 
room, who presented him with a letter. (The 
letter was demanding £3 damages for injury 
c.aused fay defendant's pigs). Refused to pay 
the amount detnsiided, when Grenville got ex- 
cited and said, "I’ll do my worst by yon, " and 
w.alkod out. Did not see any signs of alcoholic 
liquor about, and no one was drunk. Were very 
busy that night, for dninostio reasons. All the 
people were in the billiard-room, and knew 
nothing of alleged offence until witness was 
summoned. Mary Ann Smith acted as a general 
servant, and had never had any permission from 
witness to sell spirituous liquors. Believed that 
Grenville had informed the police in aeconlance 
with his threat to witness. Had never before 
been ebarged with a similar offeno.i, and did not 
allow alcoholic liquors to he sold in hie house. 
Tho bottles arranged at back of counter contained 
cordials and Ferand's bitters. There was no 
alcnlinlio licpior in the b.ar. 

Mr Blood, on beh.alf of .accused, addressed the 
Cruirt ill an able manner; but the Bench con- 
sidered that the er’ideuce w.ieof such a conclusive 
nature that a conviction must follow. As it was 
the first oflonco, a flue of £10 would he inflicted, 
with £2 16s cost and expenses. The fine was at 
once paid.

THE WEST COAST RAILWAY. 

♦ 

[By Swagman, Aiberi Town.] 

If a railw.ay were constructed from Jack- 
son’s Bay to Albert Town it would be a great 
boon indeed, and would confer lasting benefits 
on the public in and for many miles around 
this locality, it being the nearest port of call. 
The harbor is not perfect, hut could be ren- 
dered so at a comparatively small cost, and, 
as far as niy poor judgment goes, I should 
say the winds from north to east would sweep 
right into or along its shores, but it is well 
sheltered from all other quarters. It is a 
roadstead almost enclosed by two-thirds of a 
circlB, But, before this work is undertaken, 
count well the cost and bo careful about burn- 
ing your finger.s ; take not too mnefi heed of 
the bltofing of engineers, for, like a good 
many more of us, they may be glad of em- 
ployment. You are not obliged to take all 
the talk of our representatives for granted, 
as witness the failure of Jackson’s Bay settle- 
ment. As for a railw.ay from Hokitika to 
Jackson’s Bay, the very conception of such 
an idea is Quixotic, and I will ask you, Mr 
Editor, do you think any of our leading men 
are merging into a state of idiocy? But I 
will only speak of places where I have worked 
or scenes of which I have been an eye-witness. 
Travel in a northerly direction from the 
Haast for a few miles, and you will behold 
miglity spurs running down from the moun- 
tains, forming precipitous bluffs at the sea 
coast. These) are intersected by numerous 
creeks, raging torrents, mighty rivers, and 
even lakes and swamps, Then follow tlie cut 
track towards Okarita, .and the most skilful 
engineers — aye, tho boldest railway specu- 
lator — will pause and view with wonder the 
vast and stupendovis engineering difficulties 
that like a panorama are presented to tlieir 
view. This locality is heavily timbered. Now 
I will transport my readers to Hokitika and 
travel southward for a few railes. Here there 
are vast forests of truly majestic timber run- 
ning for many miles along the coast, and what 
is the value of it ? When 1 was in Hokitika I 
believe they sold timber delivered at the 
wharf at 8s per hundred feet. And as for 
land — I will describe it. 1 saw miles of the 
surface stripped to form a track over immense 
flats of stone and gravel, the' former beds of 
rivers. Fellow clay pervades the surface ; 
and if you find a small patch up a river, you 
have to clear it and convey your produce to a 
market, when you have found one. You 
have also to make a road down to the 
main track, and as for there being a 
vast extent of auriferous country, it is not 
possible, for tliere is scarcely a river or creek 
hut what the li.irdy pioneer diggers of West- 
land have prospected. If the Government is 
determined to make this railway, I would 
recararaend, the advisability of negotiating 
another loan of at least £3,000,000 ; one half 
to accomplish this work and the other to 
keep it in repair. I premise tho bridges 
over tliose rivers would be eluefly pile 
structures, there being not any building stone 
in some places, and the vast shingle bods 
being too wide to span by suspension struc- 
tures. As regards these pile structures, I say 
they cannot stand ; it is not impossible to 
erect them, but it is impossible to confine 
these turbulent raging torrents in a direct 
course beneath them ; for in the gorges of 
these large rivers the water h.as been known 
tn vise iie.avly 30ft perpendicular in one niglit, 
bursting and innndating the country, ever 
shifting their course and carrying away large 
strips of forest country. luiiii-:nse snags and 
mighty trees would come whirling and 
toppling down, smasli on the bridge. I will 
' now show you proofs of my assertions. Soon 
' after tho rush to the Ciwat I worked in the 



Otira gorgp, on the Christchuroh road, and 
I while there three bridges were erected. 
Some time afterwards another expensive one 
spanned the Taipo river. Some years after 
I had occasion to again travel this route. 
Descending into the gorge, the first bridge 
had blit one pile remaining, with a bolt 
through the head of it. Bridge No. 2 was 
covered 16ft deep with shingle and boulders, 
and bridge No. 3 was high and diy under a 
bluff, the water running under the opposite 
one, When I came to the Taipo, there was 
but one-third of this magnificent struotnra 
remaining, _ with huge boulders lying on 
the planking, and the river running 
nearly half-a-mile sway. Three of these 
were pile structures. The people of Canter- 
bury and Otago have a loud voice in 
this matter as well as Westland, and 1 be- 
seech them to pause, and endeavor to con- 
centrate their thoughts and visions into one 
focus and try to anticipate the results before 
they undertake works of such magnitude, for 
in my humble opinion it will come to grief. 
Look at the hundreds of thousands of pounds 
that were spent on the Christchurch and Hoki- 
tika road and other works which are compara- 
tively useless. If the Government can throw 
aw.ay so many thousands on and in those 
fathomless bogs across the range, we would feel 
extremely obliged it they would pass a little 
this way, for we have much need of a few 
spare thousands in this locality, where there 
is a vast quantity of agricultural land, and 
interests of a threefold nature at stake, viz,, 
mining, pastoral, and agricultural. Vote a 
few thousands for the use of this energetic 
mining community, to take a tail-race or 
sludge channel up the Cardrona river where 
practical miners firmly believe there is gold 
untold. ■»■»*« 

Let the traveller now take a tour with me 
around Lakes Hawea and Wanaka, taking 
Albert Town for a starting-point. We travel 
up the east side of the Hawea until we reach 
Rocky Point ; be careful to lead your horse 
around here for there is but a brief space 
between you and eternity. If you have an 
iron nerve I will let you look over into the 
depths, but if you are an imbiber of whisky 
you had better forbear. Descending, you 
cross a structure or two, termed bridges ; you 
now make for Mr Fraser’s station, where you 
c,an rest and smoke, and meditate on the 
dangers of rounding Rocky Point. You can 
now travel round the head of the Lake to the 
river Hunter, and mind where yon ford for 
there are bad swamps and dangerous quick- 
sands in this locality. Crossing the river you 
arrive at Mr M’Gregor's station, where I 
would advise you to get a shakedoam and you 
can have a crack with him. I would advise 
you to leave your horse here, and if you 
can got anything like a pair of canvass 
over-alls clap them on, brace up your 
energies, and off you go over rocks, through 
manuka scrub, green and burnt, entangled 
with fallen birch trees, and through wet 
dark fern, shoulder high. As black as a 
sweep, the perspiration steaming on you and 
with your clothes in tatters, you arrive at 
the Hawea bush, where there are a few 
residents. I think you will agree with me, 
Mr Traveller, when I say the want of a good 
track over this eight miles of country is a 
blot on the district and a disgrace to the 
county. I am merely writing the descrip- 
tion of this tour to show how much wo stand 
in need of passable tracks, and the money 
to make them. Then you travel about six 
miles of heavy beach-walking, and arrive at 
Mr Colquhouns’, where you will be treated 
well. There was a g.ang of men here doing 
really substantial work under competent 
management, and I regret that sufficient 
funds were not spared to finish the work. A 
post-office is sorely needed here, some people 
having to go 40 miles for their letters. 
k store, stable and respectable dining-room 
in this place would also be a great boon tu 
the travelling public. Procuring a horse, 
you can reach the Makarora Station by 
dinner-time. Having dined, cross the Maka- 
rora and Wilkin rivers to Mr M'Laren’s, 
then on to Mr k. 0. Thomson’s, where you 
had batter camp. Starting in the morning, 
you cross Minaret creek, and your troubles 
commence — going up zig-zag tracks, some- 
times sheer down into the Wanaka Lake. 
Ascending the last hill, looking southwards 
you can see Mr H. S. Thomson’s station on 
the flat; the Wanaka station and the Pem- 
broke Hotel at the foot of the Lake, with 
Albert Town looming in the distance. You 
cannot go .astray now, ao I will bid you good- 
day, Mr Traveller.

About 40 of the Christchurch Cit^f Guards 
have offered their services for the front if 
required. 

A deaf and dumb man was last week, at 
Dunedin, sent to prisna fur three months on 
a charge of vagrancy. 

Two New Zealand horses, Le Loup and 
Fislihook, have each been backed to win 
L20,000 on the Melbourne Cup. 

A testimonial of 1,000 guineas has been 
presented bi Dean M‘Cartney, of Melbourne, 
who has attained his 00th year. 

The statement of ^he London Times that 
the Prince of Wales comes in the Serapis to 
visit the Sydney Exhibition is contradicted. 

Mrs Fraser, keeper of a brothel in Mel- 
bourne, has died, leaving £80,000 sterling to 
her relatives. i' 

Father Henneberry is lecturing to immense 
audiences at Brisbane. A congregation of 
2,000, headed by the Roman Catholic Bishop, 
all signed the temperance pledge.- 
Out of the 64 school committees in South- 
land 37 have expressed an opinion relative to 
the reintroduction of the Bible into the 
public schools, 33 being in favor, and 4 
against the proposal. 

The number of exhibits to be sent from 
Oamarn to the Sydney Exhibition is 43. 
They include all kinds of grain, specimens of 
Oamaru stone (plain and carved), and paint- 
ings from the brushes of two local artists. 

An additional vote of £60,000 has been 
made tor the Sydney Exhibition, making 
£175,000 in all, although the original esti- 
mate of the Colonial Architect was only 
£50,000. His dismissal is demanded, but 
the Government stand by him. 

A murderous as.sanlt was committed last 
week at Ghristchuroh by a man named William 
Henry Strange, on bis son, two years of age. 
The man, while intoxicated, dashed the 
child’s head violently against a door. The 
child is not expected to recover, and the 
father has been lodged in prison, 

The statement made by the. Melbourne 
Age to the effect that Kate Kelly interviewed 
the captain of the Victorian Cross with regard 
to the passage of some persona to California 
is without foundation. No one connected 
with the outlaws saw the captain. 

Julius Eastwood, the Timaru Volunteer 
who created the disturbance in Walker-street, 
Dunedin, on the return from Invercargill 
Review, was found guilty at the Supreme 
Court sittings Inst week. Having been in 
prison for nearly three nniintbs, he was 
sentenced to 24 hours, and bound over to 
keep the peace for six months. 

The Sydney Evening Mews states that 
Sarah Gale, the paramour of the murderer 
Greeiiacre, who was executed many years 
ago for the revolting mnrder of a wonian, is 
just dead. She was transported to Sydney, 
where she married and became eminently 
respectable. Many shops were shut as a 
mark of respect on her death. 

Professor Baldwin talks of paying Te Whiti 
a visit, and says that he believes that he can 
frighten the old chief out of his bunts. If 
Te Whiti wears any we think it quite likely 
that Mr Baldwin would succeed, if not he 
might easily frighten him out of his wits. 
The Pr<tfes8or says that he can answer ques- 
tions in Maori or Chinese as easily as in 
English, and talks of describing minutely Te 
Whiti’s ancestors tor that chiefs especial 
delectation. The idea is a novel one, and 
even though ineffectual, it would prove very 
interesting at the present crisis. 

The inquest on the body of F. M. Bates, 
the actor, showed that he was found face 
downwards, with his coat buttoned and his 
jewellery all gone, excepting the studs bear- 
ing his initials. The back of his coat was 
clean, and he had slightly turned, resting on 
a small stone. His hat was crumpled, and 
lying a short distance off. There was no 
sign of a struggle or footsteps, although the 
night was raining and the soil clay. Mr 
Bates wiva buried with Masonic honors. 

A fatal accident occurred to a son of Mr 
W, Clack, of Dunrobin, on the night of 
Saturday or rather the morning of Sunday, 
29th ult. The child— about six years of 
age— had been suffering from oliilblains, to 
relieve which his mother had applied cloths 
saturated with kerosene to his legs and feet. 
The child went to bed with these bandages 
on, and about 1 o’clock in the morning got 
up to renew the cloths, and while sitting by 
the flreaapark caught theoil-soaked materials, 
setting them ablaze, and seriously burning 
his abdomen, thighs and legs. The Tapanni 
Courier says Dr Douglas attended as early as 
possible, but could do no more than allay the 
child’s sufferings, and he died during the 
course of the day. 

The Rnicc Herald tells the following won- 
derful story : — A day or two ago Dr Smith, 
while on his way from Baiclutha to Popo- 
timoa, observed, not far from tlie road, a 
sparrow-hawk in the act of devouring aonio- 
tliiiig. In order to satisfy his curiosity, the 
doctor rode to the spot, and dispossessed the 
bird of his prey, aii Englisli partridge, with 
the head off, and portions of the pliim.age 
gone. Having put the dead bird into his 
pocket, the doctor pursued his journey, when 
Buddcitly he received a sort of blow at the 
back of his liead. On turning round to 
sscertiiin the cause, he vva.s astonished to 
find that the sparrow-hawk had followed him 
and struck him from behind. The bird con- 
tinued his attacks on Dr Smith during thr; 
rest of the journey, a distetice of two miles, 
bnt was kept at bay with the assistance of a 
riding-whip. For some time after reaching 
bis destination (Mr Thomas Pollock’s) the 
bird was seen hovering over the house, but 
Hicn the doctor left it had finally disappeared, 
hir informent has seen the partridge in 
question.

THE CHINESE QUESTION- 

• 

The_ Chairman of the Maniototo County 
Council has received the following letter from 
Mr De Lautour, M.H.R. : — 

When so many would dissuade Parliament 
from interfering in this question, urging on the 
platform and in the Press all kinds of possible 
violations of Imperial treaties and abstruse rules 
of political economy, it is refreshing to notice 
the practical mode adopted by your Council in 
settling the question for itself in the interests of 
its own people. Men who are in earnest may be 
allowed credii for believing that the Imperial 
Government will take care of Imperial honor 
without their assistance, and that the degrada- 
tion of labor in New Zealand, whatever the 
Government may say, must, in the long run, 
prove inimical to the best interests of the com- 
munity. In the consideration of the Chinese 
question _T have been reluetantly compelled to 
throw aside, one after another, all those notions 
of free trade in labor, benefits of unresi^r.ained 
competition, fair play to capital, and the like, 
which the mind so re.adilv reeeives, and so 
tenaciously clings to, often enough with 
insufficient, if any, reason. Granting the 
Chinese all the virtues of patience, industry, and 
frnplity, which their apologists claim for them, 
andsbu tting our eyes to their vices, as well we may. 
it is quite evident that Chinese and European 
labor cannot exist side by side when applied 
in Hfferentiv to the same industries. The circum- 
stances under which the tvvo classes of labor are 
applied are altogether different. If, as a people, 
we were content that our European immigratiou 
should in future be restricted to single men only, 
we should be taught the habits of the Chinese ; 
if it were possible to te.aoh these to herd together 
alltheyearronnd.as in the worst days of the bothy 
system, to give up all idea or hope of home life, 
to bind themselves in practical slavery to men 
of their own race who found them in the bare 
necessaries of life, and sold their labor as it 
suited the seller in the most adv.antageous 
market ; it we were content to enoourage a 
system under which all interest in life, in^the 
welfare of others and of the Colony would be 
taken from our working classes, then European 
labor could compete successfully with Chinese. 
As it is, our ideas of the position of the wirrking 
classes of New Zealand is of a very different 
nature, and I venture to say it is well for us 
th.at it should- be so. New Zealand seems to 
offer in every part climate and soil adapted in a 
remarkable manner to the energies and habits of 
an European population. As first occupants 
after the aboriginal population, the English 
have a right to say what nations shall be 
associated with them in laying the foundation of 
what in the course of a very few years must be 
a nation of distinct type and characteristics, of 
importance in itself, and as influencing all the 
islanria of Polynesia. If it is desired to give 
artificial stimnlus to the expenditure of capital, 
apart from that given by the methodical 
immigration carried on by theGovernme-it, need 
we resort to China t In Great Britain at the 
present time there are thousands of families 
on the verge of want, living from day to day 
in ignorance as t(i where the next day’s meal 
is to be found, and unable to make any pro- 
vision against a time of sickness or inevitable 
old ago. Should not our hand be extended to 
these our own fellows whose poverty is not their 
fault, and whose energies would find so ready a 
field for profitable exercise in New Zealand ! 
Yet how can we invite these to our shores, or 
urge that the_ Home Government should assist 
their emigration, if on their arrival the men are 
to be exposed to competition with the encum- 
bered and gregarious Chinese laborer ! 

I shall be glad to forward what I believe to be 
the views of the Maniototo Council in putting a 
stop to all further Chinese immigration, as this 
step is in my opinion essentially necessary to 
secure the welfare .and happiness of our orvn 
people, itesideuts in your I -ounty might afford 
valuab'e aid to the Assembly in arriving at a 
conclusion on the subject by collecting informa- 
tion as to the modes under which Chinese labor 
is employed, the rate of wages the Chinese earn, 
the cost of their maintenano and their habits 
generally. What is now wanted is more definite 
information. The opponents to Chinese settle- 
ment have to meet the charge of being pt ejudiced 
and refusing inquiry. To enable them to reply 
successfully they should be well armed with 
reliable data.

MINING! NOTES. 

* 

There is a miner named Heine, at the 4rrow, 
who deserves to make hia pile, if pluck and 
endurance are worth anything. Most people 
have heard of the Arrow river, along whioh 
groat finds were made in the early days. The 
river in one place falls 150ft, and 12 years ago 
the idea was conceived of boring a tunnel under 
the fall to the bed of the river above. Several 
companies took a hand at the work, bnt caved 
in one after another. 600ft ot tunnel had- been 
made when the last company gave up in desp.air, 
the difficulties and dauqers of the work having 
become positively frightful. /The tunnel had 
got into a heap ot piled up boulders, which 
might give way at any moment and drown work 
and workers. Nothing daunted, Heine bought 
up all claims for an oM song, and not being able 
to find a mate to face so many dangers, he 
actually set to work alone early last year, and 
kept to it steadily ever since. The foods of last 
spring broke into tbe tunnel, and nearly put 
an end to Heine and hia venture, but he con- 
trived some’.iow to repair the damage, and 
recently struck the drift of wash dirt under the 
river. It is generally believed in the district 
that there is an immense deposit of goll just 
above the falls, and there ought to be, for noth- 
ing less than a cartload of dust would repay 
Heine’s Herculean labor. 

We learn from Kumara that on Satn rday week 
Matheson and party washeil up, and for five 
weeks’ work obtained over L800 worth of gold. 
This party will have four or five years’ work yet 
out of their ground. There are numerous parties 
of miners at Kumara who are miking from L12 
to E20 per week, and within a lew days two 
shares have changed hands at 1/400 e.aoh 

The almost unparall eled richness of Mr Holver- 
Bon’a claim, near Hyde, is a theme of frequent 
remark, and many and contradictory are the 
predictions concerning it — whether it is, 
technically speaking, a “lode,” a “gutter,” a 
“rich patch,” nr simply a “pot-hole.” What 
it is we (Mount Ida Ohronie’e) hesitate to give 
an opinion, and in which direction, outside his 
claim, the rich auriferous deposit is laid has not 
yet been found out— the r cent inclemency of 
the weather preventing prospectors from sinking 
shafts in endeavoring to di,scover it. The 
farther Mr Holverson gets into his claim the 
greater the amount of treasure it yields. Last 
week, when the first day’s operations were eom- 
raenced, ,30nzs was the result ; the second day, 
43 izs ; the third day (Friday), 96nzs ; and on 
Saturday last, 12nozs, working from five to six 
hours each day. When we mentioned the extra- 
or linary richness of this claim two weeks ago, 
when about 20ozs of gold was obtained per day, 
it was thought to be next to impossible that 
deposits of such a rich character existed in 
Otago ; bnt the results then obtained pale into 
insignificance when placed aide by side with 
the unprecedented yield of I20 izs ot gold per 
day. It appears that the deposit runs farther 
into Mr Holverson’s claim, and does not pass 
outside the boundary, as was originally supposed, 
and on the strength of whioh idea a claim adjoin- 
ing the boundary in a line with the “ gntter ” 
was pegged off, and several shafts sunk. Good 
payable wash was obtained at tbe bottom of 
these shafts, but not of the same rich character. 
The success of Mr Holverson, we have no doubt, 
will attract many miners to that locality, and 
will bo an incentive to prospecting operations 
with the advent ot spring. 



The First Melhourne Newspaper, 

Forty -one years ago journalism was re- 
presented in Melbourne % a small foolscap 
sheet issued weekly by Mr John Pascoe 
Fawkner, one of the founders ot that city. 
We have had the pleasure of inspecting one 
of the earliest issues (No. 2) of the Melbourne 
Advertmr, for by th.at name was the news- 
paper known, and its appearance is unique 
in the extreme. Three of its pages, which 
by-the-bye are all in manuscript, are oc- 
cupied with advertisements, an evident sign 
that the earliest colonists were fully alive to 
the advantages to he gained by publicity 
through the Press. Mr Fawkner mono- 
polises the largest share of the space with his 
announcements, whioh by their variety in- 
dicate that that gentleman must have been 
ot a singularly enterprising turn of mind. 
For instance, that of hia hotel, which was 
the first established, after setting forth the 
merits of the stock, which had been procured 
from the very best houses in Cornwall, Van 
Diemen’s Land, goes off to enumerate the 
“ mental recreation ot a high order” which 
was also provided for travellers. The said 
mental recreation consisted of seven English 
and five colonial weekly newspapers, seven 
British monthly magazines, throe quarterly 
British reviews up to July and August, 1837, 
and a very choice selection of books, includ- 
ing novels, poetry, theology and the sciences. 
Theso were free to lodgers. Mr Fawkner 
also seems to have kept a separate library, 
as in another part of the paper we find a 
polite intimation to liis subscribers that it is 
usual to pay up all arrears at the beginning 
of a new year. From other advertisements 
we also learn that Mr Fawkner bought and 
sold cattle and pigs, and kept an extensive 
stock of building material which he was 
ready to disnose of on the most favorable 
terms. The little relic of the past, for the 
Advertiser lias long since, like its owner, 
passed away, is interesting, and compare'd 
with the mighty Argus of the present day, 
no more forcible evidence could be shown of 
the vast progress made by the Victorian 
capital since Mr Fawkner issued his tiny 
sheet. No doubt in those days it was as 
eagerly scanned as are its favored sncccs.sors 
of to-day, and “ the particulars of the murder 
of Constable Tomkiii.H” which the issue under 
notice contains, no doubt proved a fruitful 
source of giwsip amongst its readers.

I .All stations in Victoria. —First ten words, 9s 
6d ; each additional word, I Id. 

All stations in South Australia, exclusive of 
overland line tariff. — Same as Victoria. 

All stations in Tasmania. — First ten words, 
1.3s 6d ; la per word for Australian and New 
Zealand Cable, and 2s for every additional five 
words or fraction of five words for Tasmanian 
Cable. 

Messages for London and places in Europe (a 
word rate). — Ten sliillings and sixpence per 
w’ord ; to which must be added Australian 
Cable and Aiistr.alian charges. —First ten words 
or fraction, 9s 6d, and every word after ten, lid 
per word. 



POST-OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS. 



The following are the Regulations for the 
above hanks : — 

1. Interest at the rate of 4 to 4.) per cent 
per annum is given on £200 and under ; at the 
rate of 3 to 4 per cent per annum on sums under 
£500 ; and in the same proportion for any shorter 
time on every complete £1 deposited, prnviiled 
that no interest be allowed on more than £500. 

2. Depositors in the Post-office Savings 
Banks h.ave direct Government security for the 
prompt repayment of their money. 

3. A Depositor in any one of the Post-office 
Banks ra.ay continue his deposit in any other of 
such Banks, and can withdraw his money at 
that Post-office Bank which is most convenient 
to him. 

4. The stricte'it secrecy is observed with 
respect to the Names of the Depositors in 
Po.st-(>ffico Banks, and the amounts of their 
deposits. 

6. Money may he deposited by or on behalf 
of miners . Depositors over seven years of nge 
are treated as persons of full age, hut minors 
under seven years of age cauuot withdraw their 
deposits until they have reached the age of 
seven. 

G. Applications to the Chief Offices in each 
Province on the business of Post-office Savings 
Banks, and the replies sent thereto are free from 
charge or postage.
